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INFLAMED UDDERS AND MILK SICK- 
NESS. 

In the spring of the year and in the first part 
of summer, cows that calve are very liable to 
have swollen and inflamed udders, and sometimes 
the inflamation runs so high as to bring on 
general fever and cause the death of the cow. 

This trouble is easier prevented, than cured 
after it has commenced. 

To prevent it, if the udder becomes much 
swollen and ‘‘caked’’, as it is called, before the 
cow calves, it would be well to empty it by milk- 
ing it out .The inflammation is caused by the se- 
cretion of milk, which, not being taken away, 
stretches the vessel containing it to an unnatural 


degree ; hence, pain, soreness and inflammation. 


ensue. Some have an idea that it is injurious to 
milk a cow before the calf shall have come. 
There is no danger about it, while there often- 
times is much danger in suffering an accumula- 
tion of the milk, beyond the natural capacity of 
the vessel to contain. . 

Sometime since, an article was publighed in 
the American Agriculturist on this subject, in 
which was related the experience of a corres- 
pondent in this business. His ideas were so con- 
formable to common sense, that we make the fol- 
lowing extract from them, abridging them in 
some particulars. 

‘So far as my experience goes,’’ says he, 
‘‘none but good milkers, such as secrete large 
quantities of milk before or immediately after 
calving, are much subject to this disease. I &m- 
ployed a German (by birth) for a farm laborer, 
who, in his ‘fatherland’ had large experience in 
the management of milch cows, and to his care 
I committed mine. His mode of managing them, 
immediately before calving, especially if it oc- 
curred after the grass had a good start, for cows 
that secreted large quantities of milk before calv- 
ing, was to milk them as often as once in two 
days, for a week or two before calving, as cir- 
stances seemed to require. After the calf was 
brought forth, he was very particular to prevent 
the cow from eating the after-birth, and for this 
purpose I have known him to sit up and watch 
all night. When the calf had taken its first 
meal, which it will do as soon as it is able to 
stand upon its feet, he wonld milk the cow per- 
fectly clean, repeating it at least three times a 
day, for three or four or more days, at the same 
time rubbing the udder with lard to prevent in- 
flammation. After milking the cow for the first 
time, he would give a pail full of tepid water to 
drink, with perhaps, a pint of corn-meal and a 
handful of oil meal stirred into the water, this, 
with a lock of good hay, if before grass, would 
be all the sustenance she would get for twenty- 
four hours. From that time he would gradually 
increase the amount and frequency of the food 
and drink, always taking the chill from the 
water for two or three days, until, in the course 
of a week or ten days, she would be able to have 
full feed. If the cow should not come in until 
turning out to pasture, he would give the trepid 
mush, as before stated, otherwise, the cow to 
regulate her own diet from the pasture.”’ 

We have found it a good plan, when inflam- 
mation and hardness of the udder has taken 
place, to milk it often, and bathe freely in cold 
water, or cold salt and water. 


CLEANSE YOUR WOOL THOROUGHLY. 

The wool business, like every other branch of 
industry, is suffering depression, and compared 
with what used to be raised in Maine, there is 
but very little now raised. Still, there are 
many very excellent flocks in the State, and not- 
withstanding the low price which wool brings, 
we hope the growers will be careful to take as 
good care in cleansing and clipping as they would 
if it commanded the highest price. 

We copy from the ‘‘Homestead’’ the following 
good and timely advice upon this subject, and 
commend it to the careful perusal and practice 
of our woulgrowers : 








Shearing timedraws near. Farmers with good 
flocks need this year to make use of all their skill 
in putting their fleeces in the best marketable 
condition. In former seasons the sale of wool 
has been so quick, under the stimulus of active 
competition among buyers, that but little dis- 
crimination has been exercised by purchasers. 
A half washed, ill-rolled and badly tied clip, if 
of decent quality, passed off without a hitch. 
Farmers who spent labor and taste in preparing 
their clips for the market, justly complained of 
the small returns for this extra outlay. 

There will be a change in this matter this pres- 
ent spring. Wool abounds in thecountry. Buy- 
ers are much disabled by the past year’s disas- 
ters, and will take hold with great caution ; and 
manufacturers need every resource of economy to 
lift them out of their troubles. 

We would earnestly recommend those of our 
friends who wish to secure good premium prices 
for their clips to attend to the following points. 

First,—to wash their sheep well in the clearest 
running water available. 

Secondly,—to avoid, if possible, exposing them 
to dust while wet, by driving them home on the 
highway, or allowing them to run where the 
dust may rise. If wool has a specky, dusty ap- 
pearance, it will take from one or two cents per 
pound from the estimation of a buyer. 

Thirdly,—to shear within a week after wash- 
ing. The wool will gather weight by exposure 
to the sun on the sheep’s back for a fortnight or 
three weeks after washing ; but buyers understand 
the value of animal oil just as well as the farmer, 
and when they exercise their judgment, will not 
pay the price of wool for it. 

Fourthly,—to shear on a barn floor as clean as 
a barn floor can be made. 

Fifthly,—to roll the fleece. compactly, 
the skirts upon the back, and rolling 
and breech in upon the saddle wool. 

Sixthly,—to trim off and carefully leave out 
io fleece, all of thetags and wool from. the 


turning 
the neck 


Seventhly,—to tie the fleece with small sized 
tow twine, passed once around each end of the 
fleece. 

Eighthly,—to pile your clip on a sheet, and 
cover it nicely with blankets. 

The price of wool during the year will not be 
any /ower than at the opening of the season. If 
the fall trade in goods should be as large as is 
now anticipated, wool must advance. 





CONVENTION OF AGRICULTURAL 
EDITORS. 

Last month the editor of the American Agri- 
culturist, Orange Judd, Esq., sent out a circular 
proposing a Convention of Agricultural Editors, 
and inviting the opinions of his brother editors 
upon the subject, not only as to the propriety 
and utility of holding the convention, but also 
as to what place would be the most convenient 
to meet in. - 

Such a convention would be pleasant, to say 
the least of it, and if it could be made a sort of 
annual gathering, it would result in good, from 
the social feelings that would be excited and 
strengthened in the ‘‘brethren.”’ 

We have, however, received another circular, 
in which the idea of having a separate conven- 
tion is given up, and an invitation extended to 
all, to be present at the Pomological Convention, 
to be held in New York, Sept. 14, 1858. 

The following is the circular referred to. The 
plan therein proposed may be most judicious, 
but will not suit us so well as the first, for the 
reason that it is within a few days of the annual 
Show and Fair of our State Society, and we shall 
be very much engaged in the preparations re- 
quired. We wish those whoattend a ‘‘good time.”’ 


New York, May 8, 1858. 
Dear Sir: 

Acting in behalf of several gentlemen interest- 
ed in Agricultural and Horticultural improve- 
ment, I sent to the Editors of the Agricultural 
Press, a month since, a Circular, merely suggest- 
ing the propriety of a Convention of Agricultu- 
ral Editors. With one, or at most, two excep- 
tions, so far as 1 have learned, the proposition 
has met with avery cordial approval. Several 
points have been indicated, and also sundry 
places named as most convenient. The majority 
have named New York City, and June or July; 
but the great distance at which we are severally 
located, renders mutual consultation impossible, 
and the few here who were interested in propos- 
ing the matter, do not feel warranted in calling 
such a convention upon their own responsibility. 
For ourselves we would even prefer to go to 
Rochester or Cleaveland, which points have been 
named by several journals—if either of those 
places will accommodate the greatest number. 

From the impractibility of getting together 
persons enough to issue an authentic call for a 
Convention in June or July, another plan is sug- 
gested which is submitted for your consideration, 
with a request that you will send your opinion 
thereon by an early mail, and at the same time 
suggest any other plan, or if you deem better, 
please name definitely your choice of time and 
place for a meeiing in June or July. 

The plan now proposed is this: To defer call- 
ing a formal Convention for the present, but 
to invite as many Agricultural and Horti- 
cultural Editors as possible, to be present at the 
next meeting of the American PomoLocicaL 
Socrery, Sept. 14, at which time they can get 
together and organize, transact any necessary 
preliminary bu%iness—in short hold a Conven- 
vention and adjourn to any future time and place 
that may then be agreed upon. Extensive ar- 
rangements are in progress to make the next 
meeting of the Pomological Society an unusual- 
ly interesting one, and it will doubtless call to- 
gether many members of the Press in any case, 
while many others would gladly embrace the 
opportunity of attending the Pomological Meet- 
ing, and at the same time meet their ‘“‘brethren 
of the quill.”

TRANSPLANTING EVERGREENS. 

The best mode of transplanting evergreens in 

this latitude, is to take them up early in spring, 
so as to have a mass of frozen earth clinging to 
the roots. Trees removed in this way seldom fail 
to live. It is, however, not a very difficult thing 
to make evergreens live, provided the roots are 
not allowed to become dry by exposure to sun 
and air. By care in this respect, they may be 
removed short distanees almost any month in the 
year successfully. The best time, howevr, is 
about the time the buds begins to break, which 
in Maine, varies according to the location, from 
the middle of May to the middle of June, and 
sometimes to the first of July. 
It is well to digalarge hole and to fill in 
around the roots, such soil, loam, or compost, as 
shall make such a soil as near as may be, as that 
in which it was growing when taken up. This 
will preserve its vigor, and enable it to push its 
roots out into the adjoining soil, where they will 
become habituated to it, and thus continue to 
grow and flourish. 

It is not a difficult matter to grow evergreens 
in such places as you wish to have them, by pro- 
curing the seed in autumn, and scattering them 
in the place where you want the seed to grow.

MILLET SEED AND BONES,---QUERY. 

Mr. Eprror :—Please inform me where I can 
obtain the Egyptian Millet seed, that I saw so 
highly spoken of in your paper of May 6th, and 
directions for raising it to advantage. I have on 
hand nearly two barrels of bones that have been 
saved,—I should like to have some plain direc- 
tions that scan understand, how to use them to 
advantage for manure. Some time since, I saw 
something in your paper about putting them in 
barrels, and mixing ashes with them, and keep- 
ing them wet, and that they would grow soft so 
that they might be powdered up, but mine have 
been kept a long time in that way, and are still 
nearly as hard as ever, perhaps they have not 
had proper attention. 

If you will give me the above information 
through your paper you will much oblige a sub- 
scriber.

Nore. The Egyptian Millet seed is, as yet, 
scarce, and we cannot now tell where it can be 
obtained. 

In regard to the disintegration of bones by 
ashes, let us first consider the philosophy of the 
structure and composition of bones. Every bone 
is made up of particles of carbonate of lime 
and the phosphate of lime, held together by 
gelatine, commonly called glue. If our friend 
would put one of the bones he speaks of, into a 
vessel containing sufficient moderately strong 
muriatic acid to cover it, and let it lay a few 
days, he would find that the acid would dissolve 
every particle of the lime from the gelatine, and 
leave it (the glue or gelatine) by itself in the 
perfect shape of the bone, but soft and elastic. 
Well, now it follows that if we can apply any- 
thing to the bone that would dissolve the gela- 
tine, and not the lime, the particles of lime hav- 
ing lost their bond, would fall to powder. Caus- 
tic ley from wood ashes will do this. Let him 
take some strong ley, such as soap is made of, 
and put the bones into it. The ley would, in 
time, dissolve out the gelatine, and the lime fall 
to powder. This is sometimes done by putting 
the bones into good ashes, and keeping the ashes 
wet. But these must be wet enough to extract 
the potash from the ashes to make strong or 
caustic ley, and that ley must remain in contact 
with the bones, to dissolve out the gelatine be- 
fore the bones will crumble. 

Has this been the case with your barrel of 
ashes and bones? By burning the bones you 
destroy this gelatine that holds the particles to- 
gether, and you thus obtain the carbonate and 
phosphate of lime, but have lost a portion, (viz : 
the gelatine,) which is also good for fertilizing.

SETTING TREES. 

Mr. Epiror:— As the season has come in 
which to set trees, 1 have a few words to say 
upon the subject. The question is frequently 
asked—will trees do as well from the south as 
from the north? LIanswer, No. The further 
South the tenderer the tree. 

First, they are under too high a state of culti- 
vation, and grow too thrifty. They will not 
stand our cold winters when set out for an 
orchard. The wind will twist them about and 
destroy them, and furthermore, they are grafted 
near the ground,—they seldom do well, and you 
know not what kind of fruit you are getting. If 
you wish to have a good orchard go north instead 
of South,—get good healthy trees that are stock- 
ey, not slim like spears of rye,—take them on 
the increase of the moon—mark the tree so as to 
set it out the same side out that it stood in the 
nursery. A tree from three to five years old is 
old enough to set. Dig large holes from twenty- 
five to thirty feet apart for your trees, and fill 
with richer earth than where your trees former- 
ly stood.- When your trees have stood one or 
two years, then graft the limbs. You can collect 
your scions from trees that you know bare good 
fruit. Keep your trees dug round, and manure. 
Be sure to dig round them in the fall, and re- 
move all grass and straw away, the mice will not 
then be likely to gnaw and girdle them. Trees 
managed as above described, will come to a bear- 
ing state much sooner than these grafted in the 
nursery ,—live longer and do better.

CARE AND MANAGEMENT OF SHEEP. 

For eight years past, I have kept from fifty-five 
to sixty ewes, and two bucks. I give my sheep 
plenty of salt or ashes. I put them into good 
pasture in the spring, and let them run until I 
get my hay cut, then turn them into my mowing 
land and let them run there until the ground 
freezes at night. I then take them up and feed 
them night and morning on bean vines or good 
hay, and let them run out through the day. 
About the 10th of August, I put my bucks into 
the barn and feed them on good hay and oats, 
until the 10th of December. I have a barn in 
which I feed my sheep three times a day in boxes, 
and shut them in during stormy weather, and 
give them one gill of oats and peas per day, 
while at the barn, anda chance to water. By 
so doing, I raise as many lambs asI keep ewes, 
and geta heavy clip of wool. I have lost but 
two sheep in the above time, and those were lost 
in the pasture. As this has been a hard spring 
for sheep, I give my experience for the benefit of 
others.

Nore. What is called a ‘‘wolf’’ in cattle, is 
a& disease of one of the jaw bones. They some- 
times are caused by an ulcer tooth. When this 
is the case, pulling out the tooth in season has 
been known to cure, but not always. They also 
arise from injuries received, as a blow, &c. 

Sometimes they can be cured by operating and 
removing the decayed bone, but is a troublesome 
and expensive process. It is generally better to 
fatten the animal as quick as possible. § [Eb.

Nore. If your twin calves are both heifers, 
there will be no trouble in regard to their breed- 
ing. If one is a heifer and the other a bull the 
heifer will not be likely to breed. It has been 
tried often enough to establish the fact. They 
have sometimes bred, but not one time in a hun- 
dred. Such heifers are called ‘‘Free Martins.”’ 
They work well in the yoke and make excellent 
beef. [Ep. 


THE PARSNIP. ‘ 

We wish to call the attention of our readers to 
a valuable root, too much neglected injthis coun- 
try, the Parsnip. No roots is better, and we 
think hardly as good, for fattening hogs, or cat- 
tle, or for feeding to milch cows. Pigs will leave 
almost any other food for the parsnip, as any of 
our readers may learn by trying the experiment. 
In Europe many thousands of hogs are fattened 
every year entirely on this vegetable, particular- 
ly on the Islands of Jersey and Guernsey. The 
English think the parsnip makes sweeter pork 
than any other feed, but prefer to give ground 
peas or barley, for a couple of weeks before kill- 
ing, to harden the meat. Butter made in the 
winter from the milk of cows fed on parsnips is 
said to be of as fine a color and as excellent fla- 
vor as when the animals are feeding on the best 
pastures. 

We quote the following statements from the 
best English authority: ‘‘As parsnips contain 
six per cent. more mucilage than carrots, the dif- 
ference may be sufficient to account for the supe- 
rior fattening, as well as butter-making quality 
of the parsnip. In the fattening of cattle the 
parsnip is found superior to the carrot, perform- 
ing the business with as much expedition, and 
affording meat of exquisite flavor, and of a high- 
ly juicy quality; the animal eats with much 
greediness. It is reckoned that thirty perches, 
where the crop is good, will fatten an ox three or 
four years old, in ordinary store condition, in the 
course of three months. The parsnips are given 
in the proportion of about thirty pounds weight, 
morning, noon and night ; the large ones being 
split into three or four pieces, and a little hay 
supplied in the intervals of these periods. The 
result of experiment has shown, that not only in 
neat cattle, but in the fattening of hogs, and 
poultry, the animals become fat much sooner, 
and are more healthy than when fed with any 
other root or vegetable; and that, besides, the 
meat is more sweet and delicious. The parsnip 
leaves being more bulky than those of carrots, 
may be mown off before taking the roots, and 
given to oxen, cows, or horses, by which they 
will be greedily eaten.’’ 

Now, if this is the true character of the pars- 
nip, and we are satisfied it is, from experience, 
we ask all of our farming friends if it has not 
been too long neglected? Another advantage for 
this country is that any portion of the crop not 
wanted for winter use may be allowed to remain 
in the ground during the winter, as they are not 
in the least injured by the frost. When dug they 
should be stored in a cool place and be covered 
with earth. The parsnip delights in a rather 
light, deep, rich soil, though we have often grown 
good crops on a heavy clay, when dry and well 
pulverized. If manure is used, it should be well 
decomposed. The carrot and pargnip require sim- 
ilar cultivation, but as parsnips make a stronger 
growth when young they are not as apt to be 
choked by weeds, or to suffer from a little neg- 
lect. The plants are much more easily seen, so 
that weeding is less difficult. Be particular in 
obtaining fresh seed, as very little of that two 
years old will grow. [Rural New-Yorker. 





Scorcn Syurr vs. GReEn-Fty anp Turips. I 
find accidentally that a slight powdering of com- 
mon Scotch snuff destroys green-fly and thrips. 
I should feel obliged if you would say whether 
there is any objection to the use of it generally. 
[None, except expense.] I ask because so much 
has been written lately about the aphis powder 
that I conclude there must be some good reason 
against the use of snuff, in itself the cheapest 
and easiest used powder, unless its subsequent ef- 
fect on the plantis injurious. One ounce of 
Scotch snuff administered by a pepper-castor will 
go a long way in a green-house, and any one who 
will try it upona bud or young shoot covered 
with the well known pest will have at least the 
satisfaction of seeing the whole force of the ene- 
my strewn on the surface of the pot in about five 
minutes, unless you decide that it is dangerous.

Srrixe or Operatives. A large number of 
the operatives employed in the DeLaine mill at 
Olneyville, R. I., all those employed in the 
Union mill, and many from Waterman’s mill, 
on Friday left their work on a strike for a restor- 
ation of wages. On Saturday morning the 
strikers of both sexes rallied in a procession, and 
maintained such a threatening demeanor that 
the sheriff was sent for. Before that officer arrived 
with his posse, however, the procession had 
branched off into a grove for a May party, and 
no arrest was made, save of one McGinnis, a res- 
ident of Dyerville, who laid violent hands on 
Albert Arnold, an overseer in the DeLaine mill, 
and was taken to jail. The strikers afterwards 


resolved to raise the means of sustaining McGin- 
pis and his course in the courts. 





THE AGE AND FEED OF HOGS TO BE 
FATTED. 


Mr. Mrver:—There is in my viewa wrong notion 
entertained respecting the age, at which hogs 
should be fatted and butchered. Some think the 
best way is, to get a spring pig and keep him 
till he is a year and a half old, and during this 
long period continue to feed him from day to day 
that, when he is butchered, he may weigh some 
3or4 hundred pounds. Whether this is the 
most economical way of making pork, may well 
be doubted. Experiments, repeatedly made, 
prove it not tobe. A mode of feeding a pig or 
shote may be practised which will bring forward 
the animal rapidly to the size of a large hog. 
This may be accomplished in a few months ; and 
thus the result be found to be most satisfactory. 
And yet some farmers adhere to the old notion 
that it is more profitable to take a spring pig, 
feed it through the summer and autumn, and 
then through a long and hard winter ; and then 
the next autumn fat and kill him for pork. Now 
instead of this continuous labor of a year and a 
half in preparing the animal for pork ; let the 
farmer begin with feeding the pig in the spring 
of the year, and pursue for 6 or 8 months the 
method I here recommend, and in the following 
December he will have a lusty and fat porker. 
Let him not feed the animal with corn in the ear; 
this isa slow method of fatting hogs ; besides it 
is virtually throwing away and wasting one half of 
the feed. Ihave found out this by repeated trials. 
Grind the corn, and thus convert it into meal. 
With this meal and hot water make a pudding, 
which must be given to the hog in small quanti- 
ties and repeatedly through the day. If fed four 
or five times daily the animal will improve more 
rapidly in fat and size. 

From experiments made, I am convinced that 
a pig or hog will improve faster, when alone in a 
pen, than when shut up and fatted in company 
with others. Although I can assign no satifactory 
reason for this, unless it be that the solitary hog 
is more quiet and undisturbed while feeding ; yet I 
think that those who are willing to try the experi- 
ment, will find it tobea fact. A. M. Srvcrarr.

COAL ASHES. 

The inquiry is often heard, ‘‘Are coal ashes 
worth anything as fertilizers ?’’ The following 
analysis, made by the late Prof. Norton, of Yale 
College, may serve to answer this interrogation.

These analysies, said the experimenter, afford 
sufficient light on the subject, to conclude at 
once, that Anthracite coal ashes are of some 
value asa manure, and should be used where 
they can be cheaply obtained. Of the white-ash 
3.74-100 Ibs, in 100, were soluble in water, and 
in the red ash, 3°35-100 lbs. Besides, there was 
a further and larger portion, soluble in acids, 
amounting in the white-ash, to 8 lbs. 

In looking at these results, the following con- 
clusion seems to be reached: that in the ash of 
Authracite coal, calling these fair samples, there 
are in every 100 lbs, from 4 to 8 lbs, of valuable 
inorganic material, of a nature suitable for ad- 
ding to any soil requiring manures. 

Bitumious coal ashes, peat ashes, and kelp 
ashes, may also be advantageously used as fer- 
tilizers. [Boston Courier. 





Inpran Bones. Last Saturday, Augustus 
Vaughn, of South Union, while ploughing near 
the shore of Seventree Pond, ploughed up the 
skeleton of what was apparently an Indian of 
some distinction in his time. All of the upper 
portion’of his head, and one tooth in the upper 
jaw, with some four or five teeth, and several 
other bones, showed beyond a doubt that it was 
the remains of a human being. An Indian’s 
axe, four copper rods about twelve inches in 
length, and the size of a pipe stem, and two 
arrow points, somewhat resembling the point of 
a butcher’s knife, were also found deposited in 
the same place; there was also found what ap- 
bpeared to be the band of a cap for the head, in- 
geniously constructed, having a cord around it 
on the edge, and being fastened by an innumera- 
ble quantity of small copper bolts, about three 
fourths of an inch in length, and about the size 
of avery small quill. In the early settlement 
of Union by the whites, it was known that the 
Indians had inhabited this part of the town, 
but it is presumed that no one living knows that 
they buried in that locality. [Free Press. 





Greens. At this season there are few vegeta- 
ble delicacies to be had, and there is nothing so 
grateful as anything of fresh vegetation. Dande- 
lions have long been celebrated as greens, and 
there are many other early plants fully equal 
to them. Cowships, young nettles, and milk- 
weed are all good. Spinach, a cultivated garden 
plant, is unsurpassable, but every one does not 
grow it, and those who do not must revert to the 
wild productions. 

To cook them, boil in salted water till tender, 
drain them, and send to the table on buttered 
toast, and lay about the dish slices of bard 
boiled eggs, which are to be used in the salad for 
them. 

A highly seasoned salad is not necessary, for 
greens are delicious with a little vinegar and 
salt alone. [Homestead.

VALUE OF BUCEWH2HAT. 

A late issue of Hunt’s Merchant’s Magazine, 
in an article upon buckwheat, thus speaks of it 
concerning its properties as an edible :—**Con- 
sidering the good qualities of buckwheat, it is 
probably less appreciated thanany other bread 
grain. Writers on agricultural products seem 
to eschew it as food for man, and regard it only 
as a mischievous adulteration of wheat flour, or 
asa prodact of poor soil for cattle. Itis of a 
totally different family of plants from the cereals, 
and will flourish on sandy hill-sides which are 
barren for other grain. It is probably. the most 
easily cultivated, and the cheapest bread grain 
in the world. It is extensively cultivated in Bel- 
gium and some parts of France, where it forms 
the basis of food for the inhabitants. Though 
its properties are very different from wheat, it is, 
nevertheless, quite as rich in all important com- 
pounds, and in extremely cold weather, it is 
more substantial than wheat. It is, however, 
less digestible, and apt to disagree with weak 
stomachs, or persons unaccustomed to it. By 
analysis, buckwheat is second to wheat, in gluten 
but deficient in starch. By the addition of one- 
fourth quantity of oat, or Indian meal to buck- 
wheat flour the bread is very much improved.’’ 


Tue Swit. Mitxk War. The demonstrations 
on the swill milk pedlers of New York continue 
with energy. Every pedler without a number on 
his cart is fined. The revelations made within 
ithe past few weeks have not been without their 
| effect. ‘‘Coffee—no milk,’’ has come to be an 
order very frequently heard in restaurants, and 
thousands of persons with whom milk was form- 
erly an indispensable requisite for the table, have 

‘entirely discontinued its use, on account of their 

-uncertainty as tothe quality of that which is 

‘supplied to them. 

To show the disgusting materials out of which 
milk is made in New York, we copy the follow- 

‘ing from the Courier and Enquirer : 

' Qne of the Health Wardens, by direction of 
the City Inspector, undertook, on Tuesday last, 
the dissection of one of the cows who recently 
fell a victim to the system of diet and ventilation 

‘pursued at the swilfmilk establishment at the 
foot of Sixteenth street, North river. The Health 
Warden, being a butcher, the task was an easy 
one to perform. The poor animal’s body was al- 
most entirely covered with tumors or carbuncles 
seated very deep in the flesh, and bearing the 

‘appearance of large warts on the surface. Its 

‘constitution had become so completely ruined, 

that the shoulders and other joints came apart 

‘almost without the necessity of using the knife. 

‘Part of the tail was found to be rotted off. The 
large quantities of putrid matter which issued 

‘from the sores contributed to make the spectacle 

presented by the carcass as disgusting as it could 

possibly be.”’ 








New Freep ror Bers. One of the greatest 
troubles in bee keeping appears to be the want of 
suitable food early in the spring to enable the 
swarm to prepare for a new colony that may go 
out early enough in the season to lay up, not 
only their own stores for winter, but a surplus 
for their owner. Many swarms that have an 
abundance of honey for their own use and to 
spare, in the spring, are inactive for weeks after 
the spring has become warm enough for them to 
work, because they have nothing to work upon. 
The first business is not to gather honey, but pol- 
len, to make bread for the young bees. So, al- 
though the weather is wirm enough, and the 
bees lively enough, until the buds afford pollen, 
they have nothing to work upon to enable them 
to be in season with the new brood, to produce 
early swarms. This is a serious drawback in 
late seasons, and in situations where pollen-pro- 
ducing plants are not plenty. 

Mr. E. T. Sturtevant, of Cleaveland, Ohio, 
claims that he has discovered a remedy for this 
difficulty, and that he can bring forward his 
bees some two months earlier, and get good 
swarms the first of May. His plan is to feed his 
bees with unbolted rye meal, strewn upon boards 
convenient to the hive, the bees pitching into it 
at once, and working diligently, and in such an 
earnest way as fairly to scramble over one 
another. It is a hint worthy the attention of all 
bee keepers. [N. Y. Tribune. 


Stveciar Casz or Scuspenpep Anmation. In 
Baltimore, on Friday morning, about 2 o’clock, 
a German woman who had been ill for some time 
was supposed to have died. Her flesh becoming 
cold and her limbs rigid she was laid out and 
perpared for the grave. Those who had the care 
of her then closed the room and retired to rest. 
At about 6 o’clock the woman’s husband heard 
some one calling from his wife’s room, and on 
opening the door saw her sitting up in bed. She 
asked him why her child, which was crying in 
another room, was not quieted, and upon the 
inmates of the house gathering around her, she 
talked to them and drank some wine, a cup of 
tea and a glass of water. She had a vague idea 
of what was going on while they were laying her 
out, but had not the power to move or speak, 
and after returning to consciousness asked her 
husband what they had been doing with her after 
she fell asleep. She seemed much better than she 
had been for some days, but about 8 o’clock she 
died. 

Asparacus. Keep it cool and moist on the 
cellar bottom till wanted, (best fresh from the 
garden.) Throw it into cold water, cut off all 
that is tough, tie it in small bundles. Boil it 
for fifteen or twenty minutes adding a little salt 
to the water, having only just water enough to 
cover the asparagus. When done take it up 
with a skimmer, lay it on buttered toast, and 
put butter on it. Then pouron the water in 
which you boiled the asparagus. [Mies Beecher. 
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AROOSTOOK LANDS BETTER THAN 
HAMMONTON. 

We are most gratified to know that there is 
quite an immigration among our young people 
into the Aroostook region this spring. Some of 
our best and most industrious young men have 
gone there and taken up land witha view of 
making farms, and a permanent home for them- 
selves and familié. ‘his will be productive of 
good, not only to themselves, but to the State. 

They will find these lands much more fertile 
and much more productive of all the substantials 
of life, than the sand banks which our brother 
of the-Rural Intelligencer is cracking up, and 
which he is urging the young men of Maine to 
purchase. 

We are not a little suprised that an editor of 
an agricultural paper in Maine, established with 
a view to promote the agricultural interest of 
the State, should bend his whole force to the 
business of inducing our young men to leave the 
State, and not only leave it, but to settle down 
on a seven by nine patch of a New Jersey sand 
bank ! 

Why, if he thinks it better for them to leave 
the State, does he udvise them to buy such a little 
patch of sandy plain at such an enormous price, 
when, by a day's ride, they could settle upon the 
richest of government land at $1,25 per acre— 
land, tgo, on which they could raise as many 
peaches, watermclons, and grass-hoppers as they 
can in Hammonton? We say to the young 
men of Maine, ‘be not decgived.”” The same 
money which you will have to expend there will 
buy you better land at home. 





GENERAL BANKRUPT ACT. 

Mr. Toombs, of the U.S. Senate, has been 
preparing, with great care, a general Bankrupt 
Act, which has been introduced into the Senute. 
It isnot probable that it will pass during this 
session. Various opinions prevail in regard to 
the necessity or utility of this act. 

We do not know whether such an act is spe- 
cially called for, but in our mind there can be 
no doubt of the utility of some g-neral act of 
the kind. The principal advantage would be the 
establishing a unifurmity of procedure in cases 
of bankruptey. Almost every State has sume 
sort of a Bankrupt Act, but hardly two States 
have them alike. 

Connected as the States are, business transac- 
tions being carried on by individuals in different 
sections of the Uniong it would seem advisable, 
that laws so intimately bearing on business mat- 
ters as bankrupt Jaws, should be alike, so that 
commercial men, trusting their property in the 
hands of different individuals in many different 
States, should know, one and the same course 
must be pursued in case of bankruptey in one 
State as well as in another. The framers of our 
constitution undoubtedly had this view of the 
case, when they made provision in that instru- 
ment, authorizing Congress to passa unifurm 
bankrupt law.

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DEATHS OF DISTINGUISHED PERSONS. 

Within a few days have died four individuals 
of considerable eminence in their several pursuits, 
theology, science, literature, and military affairs, 
—Rev. Bennet Tyler, Prof. Robert Hare, Henry 
Wm. Herbert, and Gon. Persifer F. Smith. We 
present a brief biography of each. 

Rev. Mr. Tyler, who was formerly Pastor of 
the Second Parish in Portland, died on the 15th 
inst., at his residence in Kast Windsor, Ct., at 
the age of 74 years. We copy the following 
sketch of his life from the Portland Argus: 

“Dr. Tyler was formerly President of Dart- 
mouth College, and was called from that institu- 
tion and settled as Pastor of the 2d Parish in 
this city in 1823—succeeding Dr. Payson in the 

torate charge of that society, He continued 
ere until 1834, when he was called to preside 
over the Theological Seminary at Eust Windsor, 
Conn., in which office he continued until his 
death. 

IIe leaves quites large family of children. 
One of his daughters married the late Hon, Phil- 
ip Greely, Jr., son of Capt Philip Greely of this 
city, who was Collector of the port of Boston, 
and who died in Havana a few years since. Prof. 
Stowe’s first wife was the eldest daughter of Dr. 
Tyler. Of his sons, one is the Cashier of the 
Suffulk Bank, Boston; another isa missionary 
in Africa; and, if we are not mistaken, his 
eldest son is settled as a minister of the gospel in 
Connecticut. 

Dr. Tyler was considered one of the ablest and 
It was 
for this reason that he was called to the head of 
the East Windsor Seminary, which had been got 
up and founded in opposition to the one at New 
Haven. Lis controversy with Dr. Taylor of the 
*New Haven School’, which occurred while Dr. 
Tyler was pastor in this city, pointed him out as 
the man to guide the helm of the new institution; 
and when he was called to that office, it was only 
atthe urgent and repeated solicitations of the 
leading Divines in New England, that he consen- 
ted to leave his field of labor in this city, and 
take the charge of that Theological Seminary. 
For twenty-four years he has ably and faitbtully 
discharged his trust, and at a ripe old age he has 
gone down to thegrave. Lis d: ath will be deep- 
ly deplored hy the numerous pastors who have 
emanated from the'institation of which he was 
the head, and by the Orthodox churches in New 
England.”’ 

Prof. Hare has become noted, withina few 
years fur his advocacy of spiritualism. is 
claims to distinction, however, rest on higher 
grounds. In the departments of chemistry and 
electro-galvanisin, he leaves no equals in this 
country. In 1801, he invented the oxy-hydrogen 
blow pipe, an instrument of incalculable value 
to the chemist, and since then he bas brought 
out many valuable inventions. From 1818 to 
1847, thirty years, he held the chair of Chemis- 
try in the Medical Department of the University 
of Pennsylvania, the duties of which office he per- 


MURDEROUS ASSAULT. 

A correspondent of the Boston Journal gives 
an account of a murderous assault upon two 
brothers by the name of Welch, living in New 
Sharon. It seems that on the night of the 13th 
inst., their house was entered by a stranger, who 
pretended to be a drovér, and wished to purchase 
some fine oxen which they had for sale. While 
Charles, one of the brothers, was getting some 
refreshment for the stranger,—Uriah, the other 
brother, being abed,—the pretended drover step- 
ped up to him, and placing a revolver to his 
breast, fired three times in succession. One bul- 
let entered Charles’ side, glancing off on the ribs, 
and the other two shots took effect in the right 
arm, between the shoulder and elbow. Charles 
fell to the floor, confused and faint. 

The villain then turned towards Uriah, who 
was just getting off his bed, in the same room, 
and fired twice at him, the bullets lodging in the 
abdomen. Uriah sprang towards his assailant, 
wrenched from him the cane, and commenc:d 
defending himself. A hand to hand fight then 
ensued, in which the barrels of the revolver were 
knocked from the stock, while in the hands of 
the intruder. He instantly took another from 
his pocket, and fired again at Charles, who by 
this ime had recovered himself, and was making 
towards him, in aid of his brother. These shots 
did not take effect. At this point in the affray, 
Uriah dealt their visitor a severe blow with the 
eune across the fuce, which inclined him to give 
up the contest and leave the house. He was ful- 
lowed into the yard by Uriah, where an accom- 
plice was found, awaiting the result. They both 
left the premises in quick hasté, 

A man by the name of Lewis Williams was 
arrested at Belgrade Depot, eharged with having 
made the attack, and has been committed to 
juil, to await trial. 

The Somerset Telegraph seems to doubt the 
facts in the case being as represented. It says: 

‘*The brothers Welch are very large and strong 
men, and there are other circumstances which 
render their story somewhat improbable, and 
have caused many conjectures in regard to the 
real facts in the case. Many think that the 
quarrel was one of their own picking, and that 
some other person has suffered as much, or more 
than themselves.*’

Gen. Persifer Frazer Smith, U. S. A., com- 
mander of the Utah Expedition, died at Fort 
Leavenworth on the 17th inst., at the age of 60. 
The Boston Journal gives the following brief 
biographical sketch :— 

Gen. Smith was born’ in Philadelphia in 1798, 
and was a son of Jonathan Smith, tormerly cash- 
ier of the United States Bank. He graduated at 
Princeton, studied the law under the late Charles 
Chauney, Exq., and subsequently practised his 
profession at New Orleans until the breaking out 
of the Florida war, when he volunteered, and 
served during two campaigns under Gen. Gaines. 
Ilis gallant service in the Mexican war is well 
known to the country. [le was subsequently or- 
dered to the command of the military department 
of California, and afterwards held a similar com- 
mand in Texas. In 1856 he was ordered to Kan- 
sas, where he has remained in command until 
quite recently, when he was appointed to the 
command of the expedition to Utah.

WASHINGTON ITEMS. 


Wasurnoton, May 15. Lidéut. Ives, in his offi- 
cial letter, says that the exploration of the Colo- 
rado has, so far, well, and that the 
Mormons do not appear to have been successful 
in conciliating the Mohaves. The latter are jeal- 
ous of their approach. A party had been sent 
to examine the route from the Mormon road to 
the Colorado, south of the big Canon, which 
work, with the exploration of the Valley of the 
Virgin, would be finished in the course of two 
weeks. When this information has been obtain- 
ed, the practicability of the route as a channel 
of communication from Utah to the Pacific, will 
have been determined. This is one of the most 
important objects of the expedition. ’ 


Wasminoton, May 16. The Secretary of the 
Treasury invites proposals till the 14th of June, 
for any portion or the whole of the $4,000,000 
in treasury notes, in exchange for gold. 

The Senate has contirmed Joseph Williams as 
Associate Justive of Kansas, and sundry post- 
masters in Massachusetts, including Nahum Ca- 
pen, as Postmaster of Boston. 


Wasurnoton, May 17. The War Department 
ha8 received no confirmation of the latest intelli- 
gence from Utah. Lieut. Gen. Scott says there 
are two chances out of five if it is true. 

The President has demanded explanations from 
England and Spain in reference to the search and 
visitation of American vessels in the vicinity of 
Cuba and its harbors. The Colorado, which left 
Norfolk on the 12th inst., has specific orders to 
the home squadron to stop these interferences 
with American shipping, from any quarter what- 
soever. The recent visitations have caused much 
indignation on the part of Congress, as well as 
the administration. Both houses have called up- 
on the President for the particulars.

Second Despatch. Neither our government, 
nor Lord Napier, bas accurate information con- 
cerning the recent visitattons of American vessels 
by British cruisers. It is supposed the latter 
have exceeded their instructions, or that the pub- 
lished accounts have been very much exaggerated. 
If the transactions are as alleged, it is not be- 
lieved that they will be justified by Great Britain. 
Our government has addressed a letter to Lord 
Napier, and will by the next steamer forward in- 
structions to Mr. Dallas on the subject. 

The Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, 
who have the matter under consideration, will 
further all the measures necessary to prevent the 
repetition of such outrages. The President will 
shortly send tu Congress the few documents in 
possession of the government, but not with (as 
reported) a recommendatory message, as the facts 
are not sufficiently authentic to justify such a 
communication. 

The House Committee on Elections have de- 
cided, by one majority, in favor of the admission | 
of the Minnesota members, and will so report on 
Tharaday. 

The government has not yet received any con- 
firmation of the Utsh intelligence. There seems 
little, if any doubt, that Gov.

RETURN OF THE SEBASTOPOL SUBMA- 
RINE EXPEDITION. 


The expedition which left this country a year 
or two since, under the auspices of the Boston 
Sub-marine and Wrecking Co., to participate in 
the attempt to raise the Russian flest, sunk in 
the harbor of Sebastopol, during the war be- 
tween Russia and France and England, have re- 
turned to this city within a day or two, having 
disposed of their vessels at Cunstantinople, to pay 
expenses. The persons connected with this expe- 


dition give as one reason of the failure, the fact | 


that the sunken vessels had suff+red much great- 
er destruction from the worms than had general- 
ly been supposed. I[t is said that so rotten had 
they become from this cause, that a diver by 
placing his shoulder against the side of one of 
the vast ships could rock it toand fro. The re- 
covery of a portion of the sanken property, also 
disclosed the extent to which the Russian Guv- 
ernment has been cheated in the building of these 
vessels. It was found that many of the bolts and 
other similar portions of the vessel which should 
have been of copper. for which the Government 
paid, were, in fact, altogether of iron. 

The Gowan Submarine Company, meme y J 
from Philadelphia, will continue at Sebastopol to 
clear the harbor, under additional inducements 
from the Russian government. Intelligence from 
another expedition to gather submarine treasures 
has also been received in this city. The mate of 
the brig Mongas, which vessel went out under 
the auspices of the Boston Submarine and Wreck- 
ing Company, to attempt the recovery of the 
millions of coin on board the frigate San Pedro, 
sunk on the Coast of Venezuela over half a cen- 
tury ago, has returned to this city. He reports 
favorably of the prospects. The Mongas sailed 
from Turk’s Island April. 28, after taking in six 
months provisions, on her return to the scene of 
the wreck. Since the last accounts a quantity of 
silver dollars, embedded together, as many as 
ninety having been found in one lot, had been 
recovered, and it was thought possible that the 
main body would soon be reached. A number of 
brass cannon had been recovered, and were on 
their way to this country. Capt. Smith, of the 
Mongas, was attacked with the yellow fever at 
Turk’s Island, but bad recovered. Fortunately 
the remainder of the crew escaped the disorder.

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LATEST NEWS FROM EUROPE. 





ARRIVAL OF THE NORTH AMERIOA. 

The steamship North American pa-sed Riviere 
du Loupe on Monday of last week, on her way to 
Quebec. Her dates are to the 5th inst., four 
days later than previous advices, and her news 
is comprised in the following summary : 

Great Barrratn. In the House of Lords, on 
the 3d, Lord Ellenborough said he considered it 
inexpedient to lay any documents on the table 
giving an account of the Cawnpore massacre, as 
they were calculated to revive animosities. He 
also advocated perfect neutrality by the govern- 
ment in religious affairs in India. 

In the Commons a lengthy debate took place 
on the financial affairs of the country. 

The bill imposing a stamp on Bankers’ checks, 
was read a second time. : 

Mr. Disraeli’s second resolution on India, de- 
claring it expedient that the government be con- 
fided to a Secretary of State, with power to per- 
form all the duties heretofure carried out by the 
East India Company, was debated, and finally 
carried by a vote of 351 to 100. 

On the 4th, Mr Roebuck gave notice that he 
would soon call the attention of the House to the 
Suez Canal. 

Gen. Peel announced that no more militia regi- 
ments were to be dishanded. 

Mr. Gladstone moved an address to the Queen, 

raying that in the future organization of the 
Sania Principalities, just weight be given to 
the wishes of the people of Wallachia and Mol- 
davia ; in other words, that the House of Com- 
mons should endorse the union of the Danubian 
Principalities. 

A general dehate ensued, involving the whole 
question of the Principalities. Palmerston, Dis- 
rael, and others opposed the motion, as being a 
dictation to the Cunference which meets at Paris 
on the 10th of May, and fettering the activa of 
the British Plenipotentiary. 

Lord Juhn Russell supported the motion, but 
it was rej cted by 178 majority. 

Mr. Fitzgerald announced that Sardinia cor- 
dially acquiesced in the suggestions of England 
in the Cagliari affair, and that harmony was con- 
sequent.y established between Sardinia and Eng- 
land. 

The Daily News asserts that if Lord Derby 
meets with fuctious opposition, he will dissolve 
Parliament.

I 
have made inquiries on the subject, and the in- 
formation received was, that no official accounts 
of serious agrarian excesses had been received ; 
but that there certainly was an alarming ferment 
among the ser/s in those districts in which the 
great lunded proprietors objected to their emanci- 
pation. While the Emperor Nicholas was on the 
throne, some sixty or seventy nobles were annually 
murdered hy their peasants ; and it is now feared 
that there will hea general rising against the land- 
ed proprietors if they should attempt to impede the 
realization of the imperial project for improving 
the condition of the lower classes. It is related 
that the ignorant popes (Greek priests) have 
greatly contributed to the excitement which pre- 
vails, by representing the kind intentions of the 
Emperor as accomplished facts.”’ 

Turkey anp Greece. It is rumored that 
Turkey and Greece would accept the arbitration 
of the great powers on questions now pending 
between the two States as to the legal jurisdic- 
tion of consuls. 

News from Athens reports that the Chambers 
had voted a sum for augmenting the marine. 

Persia. Letters state that 30,000 Persians had 
defeated the Turkomans, and were laying seige 
to their capital.

Jumpertz was arrested, and the 
City Marshal of Chicago set to work to obtain 
evidence of the murder, which had evidently 
been committed hy him. 

The Marshal ascertained that Jumpertz had 
forwarded two trunks of the clothing of his vie 
tim, directed to a Mrs. Ehert, whom he formerly 
knew in Lowell, and who now resides in Middle- 
sex Village, near that city. The Marshal has 
visited Lowell the present week, and found at 
the depot there the two trunks of clothing. He 
also fuund Mrs. Ebert, who gave him a letter of 
recent date, received from Jumpertz, in which he 
expresses strong regard for ‘*Carolina,’’ who is 
supposed to bea relative of Mrs. E., but who 
has recently gone to Germany. The letter also 
intimates that something of uw secret nature, in 
which he is concerned, hus transpired, and he 
desires the aid of Mrs. Eber in bringing about a 
union between him and **Carol na.”’ Other cir-

State Arsenat at Portsuouru. During the 
past year Commissiary General Dennet, by direc- 
tion of the Governor, hus collected at the Arse- 
nal all the old flint-lock muskets belonging to 
the State, and those in serviceable order have 
been fitted with percussion locks.

The heavy ordnance cun- 
sists of six 32-pounders, nine 18-pounders, six 
12-pounders, and thirteen 6. pounders—brass field 
pieces—with round and bar shot, and all the 
equipments belonging to the same. The whole 
is now in thorough order—credituble to the State 
and military department.

Only let that time which is 
worse than wasted in idleness, sauntering, gossip, 
frivolous reading, and the various modern female 
dissipations, which kill time and health, be devo- 
ted to domestic duties and education, and our 
daughters would soon be all that the highest inter- 
ests of society demand. A benign, elevating in- 
fluence would go forth through all the families 
of the land. Health and happiness would sparkle 
in many a now lustreless eye, the bloom would 
return to beauty many a faded cheek, and doc- 
tor’s bills would give way to bills of wholesome 
fare.
